The ease becomes far more worse when you consider the \uin< 
nainber of foreigners found in many aeho«ls. The child of alien 
parents hears little English at home. Unless he learns to read Huently 
in aohool bis talk will always seem foreign. He may have excellent 
mentality, and may be competent for a high grade of work. Vet i% 
his apeech has this thick burr of an alien brogue, it will Im* a liandi 
oap to him all through life. He will pass for a great deal more Ninpid 
person than he is. Employers of labor will set him shoveling eoal 
when he might be directing a gang of workmen, merely tM-eanse his 
tklak speech makes him seem like h foreigner. 

Similtriir with young people desoeuded from Knglish speaking 
parents. In daily life one is coiutantly called upon to read somethinK 
alood. If s young man ean not read a report to a committee or hoard 
af directors without hesitation and trippiig over ordinary words, 
ke ia aet down as an ignoramus.
